tages, but there was a wholesome- 
ness, a sincerity, a love for the home

| of these pioneer cabins it may be of 
: interest to give a description of the 
building and furnishings of, the av- 


] erage home of a century ago. It is 
.hard for us to realize that the coun- 
ty when organized, was one vast for- 


j est 
and that the first step, after 


; selecting a location for a building, 


I was to cut and remove 
the 
timber 


from a. spot on which to build. 


The usual cabin was about IS by 


20 feet in size and frequently had 
a loft, if the family numbered 
a 


dozen or more. 
The logs, all one 


length, were first notched at the cor- 
ners, 
then laid one upon another, 


being made secure by the notched 
corner fitting over the log on which 
it restfid; the roof was" eoered:with 
clap-boards about five feet long- and 
nine or ten inches wide, and rested 
on small round logs; the floor being 
also of logs hewn on the upper side; 
two rather small windows were gen- 
erally considered sufficient to 
light 


the room,' and ihe. first cabins had 
the windows 'covered with greased 
paper, 
but tha^t passed early and 


small panes of glass about 8 by 10 
inches in .crude sash were substi- 
tuted, which.' marked the improve- 
ment already begun.

•on talk last night.'I remarked: 'In- 
leed! I hope you enjoyed it.' 'Yes,' 
said he, "fust rate. Jly little girl 
vas there. 
She likes that sort o' 


hing. She's great on po'try. You 
may. hev seen her. She set on the 
'ront row. She's a little girl, not very 
:all. You must 'a' noticed her.' I told 
lim that I'did not recall having seen 
icr, and he continued: 'She ain't 
very big. She don't weigh more'n 
ifty pound. You see, she's got curv'- 
:ure of the spine. Her mother died 
when she was a little thing and bav- 
in' no one to look out for her as a 
mother Can, 'she fell downstairs one 
day and hurt herse'f.

will,recall. He wove the tale around 
a little boy who had "curv'ture of 
the spine" but who was brave and 
happy, despite his physical infirm- 
ities. After having written the poem, 
Riley considered it one of his best. 
He always recited it when on a lecture 
;6ur. One evening, while he was reV 
citing the story of the happy little 
cripple, a man and woman in the 
audience got up and left the hall. 
As such things aroused his interest 
he asked a friend to inquire > why 
they had left. The friend informed 
him that they were the parents of 
a little hunchback hoy and they conic 
not bear to listen to the poem written 
around' just such an unfortunate as 
they had at home. Fearing that he 
might offend other parents of crip- 
pled children, Riley never recited the 
poem again. 


This is but an example of the 


manner in which childish suffering, 
appealed to him and those who are 
planning a great hospital in his mem- 
ory, cannot help feel that as they 
build in bis name they are doing for 
thousands of maimed children the 
one thing he would have done had 
he lived long enough to embrace the 
oportunity.
